PREFACE 


HIS  Book  is  offered  as  a  contribution  to  Ecclesiastical  His- 


X  tory  in  the  departments  of  Biography  and  exact  Chronology. 
Its  position  in  relation  to  the  first  of  these,  though  humble,  is 
sufficiently  obvious :  in  regard  to  the  latter  it  seems  to  require 
some  apology.  This  must  be  found  in  the  fact  that  it  occupies 
and  confines  itself  to  a  distinct  ground  not  solely  or  exclusively 
appropriated  by  any  similar  work,  and  so  is  not  intended  to  super- 
sede the  labour  or  to  disparage  the  arrangement  of  any  former 
collectors.  A  short  notice  of  the  sources  of  the  information  con- 
tained in  it  will  suffice. 

And,  first,  with  regard  to  the  Saxon  period.  This  portion  of  the 
Record  has  been  constructed  from  a  comparison  of  the  Ancient 
Lists  of  Bishops  with  the  scanty  memoranda  of  the  Anglo-Saxon 
Chronicle,  Simeon  of  Durham,  Florence  of  Worcester,  and  the 
Annotators.  The  results  of  this  comparison  have  been  carefully 
tested  by  the  signatures  of  the  Charters  printed  in  Kemble's  Codex 
Diplomaticus,  and  additional  light  has  been  thrown  on  them  by  the 
Profession  Rolls  at  Canterbury :  these  valuable  evidences,  which  are 
available  up  to  the  end  of  the  fourteenth  century,  are  the  written 
declarations  of  obedience  to  the  Metropolitical  Church  which  were 
made  by  each  Bishop  at  his  consecration. 

The  later  portion  of  the  Record,  from  the  consecration  of  Parker 
downwards,  is  an  abstract  of  the  records  of  the  provinces  of  Canter-

bury  and  York,  which  are  lodged  at  Lambeth,  the  Vicar-General's 
office  in  Doctors'  Commons,  and  at  York. 

The  second  or  mediaeval  portion  is  a  careful  compilation,  now 
for  the  first  time  attempted,  from  all  the  accessible  sources.  Of 
these  sources  a  list  will  be  given.  A  few  general  remarks  on 
them  may  not  be  out  of  place  or  useless  to  students  of  the  same 
subjects. 

And  first,  as  most  accessible,  stand  the  Collections  towards 
English  Church  History,  in  which  class  the  Antiquitates  of  Parker 
and  Josselin,  Godwin  De  Praesulibus,  Wharton's  Anglia  Sacra,  and 
Le  Neve's  Fasti,  are  text-books. 

Next,  and  indispensably  necessary  to  one  who  would  refer  to 
original  records,  are  the  unrivalled  Manuscript  Collections  of 
Henry  Wharton  at  Lambeth.  This  wonderful  man  died  in  1695, 
at  the  age  of  thirty,  having  done  for  the  elucidation  of  English 
Church  History  (itself  but  one  of  the  branches  of  study  in  which 
he  was  the  most  eminent  scholar  of  his  time)  more  than  any  one 
before  or  since.  Contemporary  and  apparently  in  frequent  com- 
munication with  him  was  Matthew  Hutton  of  Aynho  (he  died  in 
171 1),  whose  valuable  Collections  are  in  the  Harleian  Library. 
They  contain,  among  other  transcripts,  copies  of  several  volumes 
of  Wharton's  MSS. 

Bishop  Kennett  seems  to  have  transcribed  and  digested  the 
Collections  of  both  these  on  ecclesiastical  subjects,  with  additions 
from  his  own  reading.    These  are  in  the  Lansdowne  Collection. 

It  was  at  first  attempted  to  construct  a  Chronological  Table 
from  the  above  authorities,  in  conjunction  with  the  printed 
Chronicles.  But  the  many  discrepancies  of  the  latter,  and  the 
imperfect  notes  of  the  Collectors,  who  not  collecting  for  this 
branch  of  the  subject  in  particular,  seldom  exhausted  their  autho- 
rities or  quoted  them  exactly,  determined  the  editor  to  have 
recourse  to  original  documentary  evidence,  and  nowhere,  if  pos- 
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sible,  to  commit  himself  to  a  statement  on  second-hand  testimony. 
With  this  view  he  has  consulted  a  large  number  of  the  Registers 
and  Records  of  various  sees,  and  as  many  of  the  Chronicles 
preserved  in  MS.  in  our  National  and  Academic  libraries,  as 
seemed  likely  to  afford  any  information.  With  respect  to  the 
Chronicles,  a  list  of  those  from  which  information  was  actually 
gained  will  be  enough.  Of  the  Episcopal  Registers  to  be  found 
in  the  several  Cathedrals,  which  are  of  course  less  accessible,  the 
chief  features  are  these  : 

Every  Bishop  kept  (and  still  keeps)  a  register  of  all  his  official 
acts.  The  first  page  generally  contains  the  account  of  his  conse- 
cration or  appointment ;  then  follow  the  Bulls  and  other  privileges 
which  he  received  from  the  Popes.  The  bulk  of  each  volume  is 
occupied  with  the  records  of  institutions  to  benefices,  acts  of  con- 
sistory courts,  and  lists  of  persons  ordained ;  to  which  in  many 
instances  important  wills  are  annexed.  This  may  be  considered 
as  an  adequate  description  of  the  general  run  of  registers. 
There  are  however  frequent  exceptions.  Those  of  Canterbury 
and  York  contain  proceedings  with  the  Suffragans,  records  of 
Convocations  and  Councils,  and  a  vast  number  of  letters  on  public 
business.  The  Register  of  William  of  Wykeham  is  the  model  of 
the  record  of  a  statesman  Bishop,  and  a  most  valuable  storehouse 
of  notices  of  public  interest,  summonses  to  Parliament,  and  mis- 
cellaneous official  and  personal  acts.  Others  contain  copies  of 
more  ancient  documents,  which  were  perishing  when  transcribed, 
and  are  now  lost.  Nor  are  the  materials  only  worthy  of  remark; 
the  arrangement  also  is  various:  some  are  patterns  of  neatness, 
especially  the  early  ones  of  York,  and  those  of  Winchester  gener- 
ally ;  others  are  confused  and  scanty,  the  Canterbury  ones  being 
by  no  means  the  best,  which  is  very  unfortunate,  considering  their 
importance.  Several  are  lost,  among  them  the  larger  portion  of 
Cardinal  Beaufort's,  which  seems  to  have  come  after  his  death  into 
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the  King's  hands  and  may  possibly  be  found  some  day.  It  must 
have  contained  very  much  of  historical  importance  at  a  period 
not  much  illustrated  by  historians,  and  especially  on  the  subject 
before  us.  The  condition  however  of  the  existing  ones  is  very 
good,  and  altogether  they  form  a  curious  and  by  no  means 
exhausted  mine  of  information  to  a  careful  inquirer. 

From  these  and  similar  sources  the  following  tables  are  framed  : 
in  most  cases  the  evidence  they  afford  is  direct  and  particular,  in 
some  few  the  date  and  circumstances  have  to  be  derived  from 
indirect  indications.  These  (which  are  in  the  text  printed  in 
Italics)  will  be  found  chiefly  during  the  troubled  times  of 
Richard  II,  when,  notwithstanding  the  statute  of  Provisors,  each 
appointment  of  a  Bishop  received  its  confirmation  at  Rome, 
where  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  unrecorded  consecrations  probably 
took  place :  others  during  the  wars  of  the  Roses,  and  up  to  the 
close  of  the  fifteenth  century.  For  the  latter  period  the  dates 
have  been  fixed  with  reference  (i)  to  the  time  at  which  the 
licences  for  consecration  were  issued  by  the  Convent  of  Canter- 
bury, which  in  most  cases  was  during  the  week  preceding  the 
appointed  Sunday;  (2)  to  such  scattered  notices  of  the  filling  up 
of  preferments  vacated  by  consecration  as  could  be  found  in 
various  Registers ;  and  (3)  to  the  computation  of  the  pontifical 
years  of  the  several  Bishops  as  given  in  existing  Instruments. 
It  is  hoped  that  in  all  these  cases  the  dates  given  will  be  found 
correct  when  examined  by  the  light  of  further  evidence.  Similar 
historical  and  chronological  tests  have  been  applied  to  every  date 
in  this  portion  of  the  Record,  and  if  the  results  in  some  instances 
are  different  from  those  given  by  older  authorities,  no  particular 
has  been  set  down  without  careful  calculation  and  consideration. 

The  thanks  of  the  Editor  are  offered  to  all  who  have  kindly 
procured  him  access  to  Records,  especially  to  Felix  Knyvett,  Esq., 
of  Lambeth,  the  Rev.  A.  P.  Stanley  and  the  Hon.  D.  Finch  of 
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Canterbury,  the  authorities  at  the  Vicar- General's  office  and 
S.  Paul's,  Mr.  Wooldridge  of  Winchester,  Chancellors  Harrington 
of  Exeter  and  Melvill  of  S.  David's,  Egerton  V.  Harcourt,  Esq., 
and  the  Rev.  W.  V.  Harcourt  of  York,  the  Rev.  J.  Raine,  junior, 
of  Durham,  the  Rev.  Geo.  Gilbert  of  Grantham,  the  Bishop  of 
Carlisle,  W.  T.  Alchin,  Esq.,  and  the  Deputy  Registrars  of  Wor- 
cester, Hereford,  Lichfield,  Chichester,  Rochester,  Norwich,  Wells, 
and  Salisbury. 

It  is  perhaps  necessary  to  add,  that  throughout  the  work  the 
beginning  of  the  year  is  placed  on  the  first  of  January.

POSTSCRIPT 

This  book,  like  all  other  books,  has  much  greater  interest  for 
its  author  than  for  any  one  else.  That  the  interest  in  this  case 
may  be  disproportionately  great,  is  a  matter  that  concerns  my  own 
personal  equation,  and  the  special  relation  of  the  book  to  the 
course  of  my  literary  work.  I  have,  I  believe,  naturally  that  strong 
instinct  for  the  investigation  of  continuities  and  coincidences  which 
leads  men  to  the  study  of  chronology  and  genealogy  for  the  plea- 
sure of  exercise,  an  instinct  that  was  favoured  by  the  circumstances 
of  early  home  education  and  local  association ;  my  first  attempts 
in  the  direction  of  research  were  the  collection  and  arrangement 
of  dates  and  dynasties.  This  book  is  an  illustration  of  the  passion 
and  something  more.  It  was  published  nearly  forty  years  ago, 
but  the  collection  of  the  materials  had  begun  at  least  as  early  as 
1848;  it  was  founded  on  the  examination  of  the  Records  of  the 
Church  preserved  in  the  Episcopal  Registers  of  the  several  Dio- 
ceses, in  the  Collections  formed  by  Henry  Wharton  and  Dr.  Ducarel 
at  Lambeth,  in  the  manuscript  Chronicles  in  the  Bodleian,  the 
British  Museum,  and  at  Corpus  Christi  College,  Cambridge,  and 
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in  the  treasures  of  the  Public  Record  Office.  It  was  published 
by  the  Delegates  of  the  University  Press  on  the  recommendation 
chiefly  of  Dr.  Jacobson,  then  Regius  Professor  of  Divinity,  and  of 
Dr.  Cardwell,  Camden's  Reader  in  History.  Four  years  after- 
wards, I  became  the  custodian  of  the  Lambeth  MSS.  in  succession 
to  Wharton  and  Ducarel ;  in  1863  I  was  privileged  to  take  part 
in  the  publication,  under  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  of  the  Chroni- 
cles and  Records  at  which  I  had  worked  in  MS. ;  three  years 
later,  as  Regius  Professor  of  Modern  History,  I  took  up  the 
responsibilities  which,  as  Delegate  of  the  Press  and  Curator  of 
the  Bodleian,  had  rested  on  the  two  patrons  of  my  book ;  and 
finally  succeeding  Bishop  Jacobson  in  the  see  of  Chester,  I 
somehow  achieved  that  combination  of  objectivity  and  subjectivity 
which  made  me  one  of  the  materials  for  my  own  manipulation. 
The  book  then  is  an  example  of  continuity  and  coincidence. 

In  the  capacities  which  I  have  noted,  I  have  had  abundant  oppor- 
tunity of  correcting  and  revising  the  work,  and  it  now  appears  in 
a  form  in  which  it  will  be  more  satisfactory  and  probably  more 
useful.  The  sacrifice  of  the  tabular  arrangement  enables  me  to 
give  distinctly  the  principal  authorities  for  the  several  dates,  and 
particular  references  to  the  editions  of  the  Chronicles  and  other 
records,  so  many  of  which  have  been  printed  since  1858.  That 
so  few  important  corrections  are  required  is  to  be  ascribed  no 
doubt  to  the  soundness  of  the  work  in  print  and  MS.,  on 
which  I  was  able  from  the  first  to  rely  with  firm  confidence. 
Still  the  appearance  of  new  authorities  has  enabled  me  to  fix  a  few 
more  exact  dates.  I  wish,  too,  sincerely  to  thank  those  kind 
friends,  like  Canon  Jessopp,  who,  either  of  their  own  accord  or  at 
my  request,  have  helped  me  to  improve  the  form  of  the  book.  In 
particular,  Mr.  W.  H.  Stevenson  has  given  me  the  most  valuable 
assistance  in  getting  the  Anglo-Saxon  names  into  some  sort  of 
consistency.     His  help  has  been  invaluable  to  me;  and  I  must 
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add  that  wherever  a  fault  is  to  be  found  in  the  nomenclature,  it 
is  pretty  certain  to  be  a  case  in  which  I  have  neglected  his  advice. 
Of  the  new  material  for  the  mediaeval  portion  of  the  work  more 
might  have  been  expected  than  has  really  come  from  the  research 
made  in  the  Papal  Archives  since  the  accession  of  Leo  XIII  ; 
some  sidelights,  however,  have  been  furnished  by  the  Papal 
Registers  published  in  the  Bibliotheqne  de  V Ecole  Francaise  at 
Rome,  as  well  as  from  the  three  volumes  of  Papal  letters  which 
have  appeared  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Master  of  the 
Rolls.  But  they  have  not  done  much  more  than  supplement 
and  systematize  the  information  furnished  in  the  Vatican  MSS. 
in  the  British  Museum,  which  I  had  thoroughly  ransacked  in  1855. 
I  must,  however,  acknowledge  a  real  debt  to  the  late  Dr.  Maziere 
Brady,  who  placed  in  my  hands  the  manuscript  results  of  his 
research  into  the  Archives  at  Rome,  which  were  edited  in  1876 
under  the  title  of  The  Episcopal  Succession  in  England,  Scotland, 
and  Ireland  from  a.d.  1400  to  1875. 

I  may  add  that,  in  one  of  my  last  conversations  with  the  late 
Archbishop,  he  advised  me  to  make  an  effort  to  reproduce  and 
continue  the  book,  in  preparation  for  the  meeting  of  the  Bishops  of 
the  Anglican  Communion  in  Conference  this  year.  In  connexion 
with  this  recommendation  and  admonition,  I  have  thought  it 
advisable  to  add  to  the  volume  the  carefully  collected  list  of 
Consecrations  of  the  Indian,  Colonial,  and  Missionary  Bishops, 
which  Canon  E.  E.  Holmes  has  kindly  furnished. 

As  the  references  to  authorities  are  now  given  in  full  in  their 
proper  places,  it  seems  unnecessary  to  reproduce  the  formal  list 
of  books  used  in  the  compilation  of  the  work ;  but  I  have  retained 
the  memorandum  of  the  Episcopal  Registers  in  Diocesan  Regis- 
tries, in  the  idea  that  although  obviously  imperfect,  it  may  be 
useful  to  other  inquirers.

To  the  year  909  belongs  the  subdivision  of  the  West  Saxon  sees,  and  the 
very  ancient  story  of  the  consecration  of  seven  bishops  at  Canterbury, 
with  the  apocryphal  account  of  the  negotiation  of  Edward  the  Elder 
with  Pope  Formosus.  It  would  appear  quite  certain  that  Edward 
divided  the  diocese  of  Winchester  into  two,  in  909 ;  see  Kemble's 
C.  D.  Nos.  1090,  1092,  1094,  1095.  Possibly  the  rest  of  Wessex  was 
divided  at  the  same  time  ;  from  this  date  the  succession  in  Ramsbury 
(for  Wilts  and  Berks),  Wells,  and  Crediton  begins ;  and  the  most 
ancient  tenth-century  MS.  (Cotton,  Tiberius  B.  5)  assigns  the  division 
of  the  whole  to  nearly  the  same  period. 

The  tradition  of  the  consecration  of  the  seven  bishops  at  Canterbury 
seems  as  old  as  the  eleventh  century,  and  contains  no  special  improba- 
bility, although  it  would  be  unwise  to  risk  a  positive  identification  of 
the  persons  consecrated.  The  apocryphal  negotiation  between  Edward 
and  Formosus  appears  before  the  end  of  the  tenth  century,  even  in 
the  letter  ascribed  to  Dunstan,  on  the  See  of  Cornwall  {Crawford 
Charter,  vii,  Anecdoia  Oxoniensia),  according  to  which,  seven 
years  having  elapsed  and  bishoprics  being  vacant,  the  Pope  urged 
Edward  to  fill  them  up,  and  the  subdivision  resulted.  As  Formosus 
died  in  896,  four  years  before  Edward  became  king,  and  the  seven 
years  of  desolation  ended  in  909,  the  fable  is  impossible.    But  as 
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•Plegmund  went  to  Rome  in  908  it  is  probable  that  some  negotiation 
there,  possibly  connected  with  Plegmund's  vindication  from  a  connexion 
with  the  questionable  action  of  Formosus,  may  have  stimulated  him  to 
an  improvement  in  the  organization  of  his  province ;  on  this  point  see 
W.  Malmesb.  G.  R.  vol.  ii.  pref.  pp.  Iv-lx,  and  the  authorities  there 
quoted.  The  identification  of  the  seven  bishops  must  remain  conjectural : 
the  names  Frithstan  of  Winchester,  Ethelstan  of  Ramsbury,  Werstan  of 
Sherbom,  Athelm  of  Wells,  Eadulf  of  Crediton,  Beornege  of  Selsey,  and 
Coenulf  of  Dorchester  seem  to  rest  on  the  authority  of  Leofric's  Missal, 
fo.

APPENDIX  V 

Suffragan  Bishops. 


SUFFRAGANS  AND  BISHOPS  IN  PARTIBUS. 

Under  the  common  designation  of  Suffragan  Bishops  are  comprehended  (besides 
the  proper  provincial  Bishops  in  their  relation  to  their  Metropolitan)  all  Bishops  bearing 
foreign  titles,  who  have  been  employed  on  occasional  duties  in  England,  and  several 
who  at  different  periods  have  been  consecrated  for  the  special  relief  of  aged  Bishops 
and  overgrown  dioceses.    They  may  be  classed  as, 

1.  Suffragans  of  the  Saxon  Archbishops  consecrated  with  or  without  promise  of 
succession.  Without  prospect  of  succession  were  the  Bishops  of  S.  Martin's, 
who  are  said  to  have  been  the  predecessors  of  the  Archdeacons  of  Canterbury, 
of  whom  only  two,  Eadsige,  afterwards  Archbishop,  and  Godwin  (subs.  Kemble, 
C.  D.  No.  1338,  d.  1061),  have  left  their  names  :  with  prospect  of  succession  were 
Siward  (Upsallensis  ?),  Abbot  of  Abingdon,  and  perhaps  S.  Uunstan. 

2.  Danish  Bishops  introduced  by  Canute  and  his  successors,  some  of  whom 
survived  till  the  Conquest. 

3.  Foreign  refugee  Bishops  employed  as  vicars  by  the  diocesans. 

4.  Bishops  in  partibus,  consecrated  either  for  the  help  of  the  diocesans,  or  for  the 
service  of  the  exempt  monasteries. 

5.  Irish  Bishops  employed  in  the  same  way.    See  pp.  204-209. 

6.  French  and  Scotch  Bishops  consecrated  during  the  wars  of  Edward  III  and 
the  schism  of  the  papacy. 

7.  Suffragans  appointed  under  the  Act  26  Hen.  VIII.  c.  14.  These  will  be  found 
above  at  their  proper  dates. 

The  following  lists  are  not  by  any  means  complete,  nor  are  they  intended  as  more 
than  an  illustration  of  the  ecclesiastical  state  of  England  during  the  periods  when  the 
diocesan  Bishops  were  employed  principally  as  statesmen  and  warriors.  The  lists  are 
taken  from  Henry  Wharton's  laborious  collection  (printed  by  Nichols  in  1785),  with 
a  few  additional  names  and  particulars.

RALPH,  a  cousin  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  a  Norwegian  Bishop,  Abbot  of 
Abingdon  1050-1052;  Hist.  Abingd.  Aug.  Sac.  i.  p.  167. 

OSMUND,  consecrated  in  Poland,  went  about  acting  as  a  Bishop,  saying  that  he 
had  been  consecrated  at  Rome  about  1052  ;  Adam  of  Bremen  (Pertz  vii.  340). 
Possibly  this  was  the  Bishop  who  lived  at  Ely,  and  was  buried  there,  between 
1066  and  1076  ;  see  Liber  E/iensis,  i.

A  PERFECT  list  of  the  Bishops  of  Sodor  and  Man  is  a  desideratum.  The  common 
lists  contain  many  names  which  ought  not  to  be  there,  e.g.  Hildebert,  Bishop  of  Le 
Mans,  Robert  Waldby,  Adurensis  (Aire  in  Gascony),  and  others  which  perhaps 
belong  to  Iceland  or  to  the  Scottish  sec  of  the  Isles.  The  following  is  founded  on  the 
list  at  the  end  of  the  Manx  Chronicle  down  to  1374,  edited  by  Dr.  Munch  in  1859, 
and  compared  with  the  results  of  the  investigations  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Moore,  Diocesan 
History,  1893. 

It  must  however  still  be  considered  as  provisional;  there  may  be  confusion  of 
the  see  with  the  Scottish  see  of  the  Isles,  and  in  some  cases  complications  owing  to 
the  conflicting  claims  of  the  kings  of  Scotland  and  England  and  of  the  popes  during 
the  schism.  But  a  good  deal  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  competing  claims  of 
aspirants  to  titles  which  were  of  little  value,  and  which  in  the  cases  of  the  poor 
Scottish  and  Irish  sees  were  looked  on,  like  titles  in  partibus,  merely  as  qualifications 
for  the  office  of  Suffragan.

A  Bishop  of  Man,  elected  by  the  monks  of  Furness  and  consecrated  by 
the  Archbishop  of  Dublin,  unable  to  get  possession  of  his  see  owing  to  the 
hostility  of  the  King.  This  was  probably  John  Mac  Ivar  or  Harfare.  The 
see  was  apparently  under  Caducan,  Bishop  of  Bangor,  as  official,  when  King 
Reginald  wrote  to  the  Pope,  1219,  Sept.  22  ;  Theiner,  p.  11.

1348, 
Sept.  20 ;  buried  at  Scone. 

a.d.  1348.  William  Russell,  elected  by  the  clergy  of  Man;  consecrated  at 
Avignon,  1349,  May  3,  by  Bertrand  of  Ostia  (Munch,  p.  167)  ;  d.  1374,  April  21, 
and  buried  at  Furness. 

a.d.  1374.  John  Donkan,  consecrated  at  Avignon,  1374,  Nov.  25,  by  Simon  Langham, 
Bishop  of  Praeneste.  He  is  said  to  have  died  in  1380,  and  the  see  of  the  Isles 
to  have  been  separated  from  Sodor  and  Man.  John  Donkan  is  translated  from 
Sodor  ad  ecclesiam  Cathadensem,  and  John  Sprotton  provided  to  Sodor,  at 
Rome,  1392,  Sept.  27  ;  Bullarium  Ordin.

He  exchanged 
it  for  Little  Billing,  1452,  Feb.  6;  and  the  living  of  Gumchester  for  Stow  Nine 
Churches,  1459,  Mar.  21.

The  following  lists  are  given  in  this  place  in  order  to  clear  away  at  once  all 
questionable  legendary  matter  from  the  subject.  There  is  probably  some  little  truth 
in  each  of  them  ;  but  so  much  that  is  simple  fabrication  that  I  have  thought  it  better 
to  insert  them  whole  here,  with  what  remarks  I  have  to  make  on  them,  than  to  mix 
with  undoubtedly  true  records  any  portion  of  what  stands  on  so  weak  a  foundation. 
Many  however  of  the  least  impossible  names  are  discussed  in  the  Dictionary  of 
Christian  Biography  with  ample  references.

Wharton  unhesitatingly  rejects  the  whole,  and  it  is  indeed  a  most  uncritical  per- 
formance. The  compiler  however  evidently  acted  in  good  faith,  and  put  down  no 
more  than  he  found  in  his  authorities.

Said  to  have  been  consecrated  at  Jerusalem,  and  elected  to  the  see  of 
Caer  Leon  on  the  death  or  retirement  of  Dubritius  at  the  synod  of 
Llandewi  Brevi  in  519.

a  certain  space  in  the  lists. 

3.  That  some  names  belong  to  other  sees,  as  Elvod  and  Asser. 

4.  Some,  as  Catellus,  may  have  been  Princes,  not  Bishops. 

5.  But  we  must  not  be  too  critical  ;  the  successive  Bishops  may  have  had 

similar  names.  The  mischief  is  that  the  historical  portions  are  so 
corrupt  as  to  throw  suspicion  on  all  that  is  known  from  these 
sources  only.
